Editor’s  Note:  The  congregation  of  First  Church, 
Jaekaon.  and  radio  and  television  listeners  in  central  Mis- 
sisalppi,  Sunday  beard  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins,  in  s  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  sUte  of  mind  of  Southern  BaptlsU  as  it  was 
rcflaeted  in  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  Houston 
last  week.  The  Jackson  pastor,  who  has  served  as  the 
Convention’s  vice-president  during  Ihe  past  year,  and 
#he  ended  seven  yeers  as  a  member  of  the  SBC  Execnti- 
tive  Committee,  presided  at  several  sessions  of  the  U>58 
Conation,  and  was  able  to  evaluate  from  the  speaker’s 
platform  the  tenor  of  the  sijpiificant  meeting.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  summary  of  the  sermon. 

“The  Convention,  from  which  many,  of  us  have  just  re¬ 
turned,  was  not  startling  or  epochally  significant  but  it  was, 
—to  me — a  meaningful  and  productive  meeting.  The  inspir- 
aiieestl  addreseae  were  lew,  but  excellent,  and  the  spiritual 
impact  of  the  Foreign  Mission  session  widely  will  be  felt.  The 
program  on  Home  Missions  left  a  good  deal  to  be  desired  and 
could  be  Irapreved.  The  closing  session  Friday  night  was  well 
attended  and  significantly  brought  the  assembly  to  the  real¬ 
ization  that  we  have  a  real  responsibility  in  working  for  peace 
in  a  strife-tom  world. 

Wide  divergence  of  opinion  in  some  areas  of  social  re- 
sponsiblUty  was  evident,  but  1  am  encouraged  to  believe  that 
this  year’s  sessions  were  characterized  by  a  marked  return 
toward  the  canter  and  the  independence  and  autonomy  of  the 
local  church  were  reaffirmed  in  no  uncertain  terms.  In  a  de¬ 
liberative  body  so  large  much  of  the  work  has  to  be  done  by 
committees  and  small  groups  but  maasengers  from  the  floor 
still  speak  their  convictions  and  the  privilege  of  deliberative 
debate,  thank  God,  continuea  to  exist. 

Five  Characteristics 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  what  I  feci  are  five  char¬ 
acteristics  of  our  people  in  this  moment  of  their  history 

The  first  I  would  name  as  CONFUSION.  Confusion  along 
many  lines:  at  our  gigantic  size  and  rapid  growth;  at  our 
transitinn  from  a  rural,  unlettered,  highly  individualistic 
beginning  to  oUr  present  culture,  our  metropolitan  Centers, 
and  our  gigantic  institutions;  in  the  preservation  of  inherent 
personal  independence  of  action  and  eo-operant  denomina¬ 
tional  endeavor;  at  the  complexity  of  our  multi-sided  promo¬ 
tional  program  and  the  necassity  tA  choosing  that  which  must 
ha  the  major  emphasis  in  our  local  churches;  at  a  shrinking 
world  that  seems  to  be  going  pagan  in  spite  of  a  steadily  in¬ 
creasing  program  of  avangeliatlc  fervor  and  miaaionary  en¬ 
deavor;  at  tha  increase  of  evangelical  church  membership  in 
•ur  natkm  and  the  lack  of  corresponding  spiritual  depth  in 
the  hearts  of  the  individuaL

ranks  of'  Baptists,  many  of 
whom  own  slaves.  While  some 
Bap.t£rts  have  large  numbers  of 
servants  and  field  bands  in 
their  charge,  many  of  them 
were  inherited.  Slaves  have 
been  used  for  many  years  to 
work  the  southern  plantations 
of  Virginia  and  other  southern 
states.  The  first  Negro  slaves 
were  brought  to  this  country  by 
the  Dutch  in  1619. 

Many  Baptist  slave  owners  do 
not  defend  the  practice  —  even 
deplore  it  —  but  feel  helpless 
to  abolish  the  system.  Some 
have  indicated  their  willingness 
to  make  whatever  sacrifices'are 
necessary  if  the  cause  of  justice 
can  be  served. 

Many  who  are  willing  to  free 
their  slaves  do  not  feel  that 
such  a  move  would  be  in  the 
I  best  interest  of  the  Negroes, 

I  however.  With  few  exceptions, 
^the  slaves  are  ignorant  and  un¬ 
skilled  and  would  be  virtually 
,  helpless  without  their  masters. 

Other  Baptists  defend  slavery, 
however  pointing  out  that  the 
practice  has  been*  common  for 
centuries  and  that  if  the  Bible 
does  not  actually  approve  slav¬ 
ery,  it  is  not  forbidden.  Their 
conviction  is  that  Christians 
should  hold  their  slaves  and 
show  them  mercy  and  kindness, 
“Born  Free  and  Equal” 
Action  already  has  been  taken 
on  the  issue  in  Massachusetts, 
however.  In  1783  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Supreme  Cotirt  out¬ 
lawed  slavery  on  grounds  that 
the  state’s  Bill  of  Rights  de- 
clkres  that  "all  men  are  born 
free  and  equal.” 

Whatever  the  result  of  today’s 
resolution  by  the  Committee  of 
Virginia  Baptists,  the  question 
of  slavery  seems  certain  to 
loom  big  in  the  future  of  Bap¬ 
tists  and  this  new  nation.

their  power  to  proclaim  the 
great  Jubilee,  consistent  with 
the  principles  of  good  policy.” 

The  resolution  was  prepared 
by  John  Leland,  a  leading  rep¬ 
resentative  of  Baptists.  Last 
year  the  General  Committee 
considered  offering  a  petition 
to  the  General  Assembly  “pray¬ 
ing  that  the  yoke  of  slavery  be 
made  more  tolerable,”  but  the

We  were  especially 
happy  to  see  the  careful  consideration  given  to  the  38 
recommendations  of  the  Cwnmittee  to  Study  the  Total 
Program  of  Southern  Baptists.  During  a  long  afternoon  of 
dlsoission  fifteen'  of  these  proposals  were  wisely  referred 
back  to  the  committee  for  further  study. 

Houston  is  a  good  convention  city,  a  Baptist  strong¬ 
hold,  and  an  envigorating  atmosphere.  Not  many  years 
hence  we  Southern  Baptists  shall  be  returning  there  for 
another  convention.

The  Southern  Baptist  Paradox 

StMne  folks  will  never  understand  it. 

To  many  members  of  other  denominations,  "Gentiles” 
accustomed  to  governing  bodies  and  strong  lines  of  author¬ 
ity,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  will  always  seem  to 
be  organized  chaos. 

Come  to  think  of  it,  an  outsider’s  view  of  our  denom¬ 
inational  life  might  understandably  be  a  disconcerting 
hodge-podge  of  complexity  and  confusion. 

Imagine  for  a  moment  the  problem  of  orientation  which 
a  non-Baptist  has.  Picture  8,708,823  members  who  are  ruled 
by  no  ecclesiastical  code,  canon  law,  or  creed,  associated 
in  30,834  autonomous  churches,  working  in  43  states 
through  25  independent  “state  conventions,”  cooperating 
with  a  national  body  which,  though  meeting  annually  (at 
Houston  this  year>,  has  no  jurisdiction  or  control  over  its 
state  organizations,  local  churches,  or  individual  members. 

Yet,  that’s  us! 

And  we  cherish  dearly  the  freedoms  and  liberties  which 
to  eolne  may  apnoar  to  be  unhameeaed  anarchy. 

Among  iM  there  is  order  and  organization,  plan  and 
purpt^  motivation  and  a  mission!  The  binding,  cohesive, 
coordir  ig  force  in  all  of  this  loose  ecclesiastical  struc¬ 
ture— the  nugic  word  which  causes  all  of  the  patterns  of 
Southern  Baptist  life  fall  into  place  is— -cooperation. 

At  every  level  of  our  Baptist  life  our  banding  together 
is  a  voluntary  propoaition.  We  work  together  because  we 
want  to  do  ao,  necauae  we  choose  to  do  so,  and  when  we 
see  fit  to  Quit — as  occasionally  we  do— we  quit!  That  is  our 
grand  and  glorious  privilege,  and  we  like  it.  More  than 
that,  we  believe  all  of  this  follows  the  order  of  (Christian 
fellowship  given  explicitly  and  implicitly  in  the  New 
Testament. 

For  the  aid  of  our  friends  in  other  folds  who  are  oc- 
casioDslly  baffled  by  Baptist  ways  we  offer  the  following 
abridged  glossary  of  Southern  Baptist  terms;  our  byword 
is  ‘‘promotion,”  the  watchword  is  “autonomy,”  the  pass¬ 
word  is  "cooperation,"  our  warcry;  “Christ  is  the  answer!"

Quy  C.  Fubral,  pastor  of 
the  HighUmd  Churcb,  Jackson, 
has  resigned  to  accept  a  can  to 
the  West  Hialeah  Church,  Hi»> 
leah,  Florida. 

Since  Mr.  Futral’s  coming  to 
Highland  from  the  North  Ox¬ 
ford  Church  on  November  I, 
1965,  there  have  been  SB  addi¬ 
tions  by  baptism,  IM  additions 
by  letter,  and  eight  young  peo¬ 
ple  have  surrendered  for  full¬ 
time  Christian  service. 

The  church  has  been  com¬ 
pletely  remodelled.  Nevi^*pews 
and  other  furnishings  have 
been  purchased,  a  new  cooling 
system  added,  heating  facilities 
Improved,  Bnd  a  baptistry  In¬ 
stalled. 

A  new  two-story  briqk  educa¬ 
tional  buUding  consisting  of  16 
rooms  has  been  erected.  The 
building  housing  the  nursery 
and  beginner  departments  has 
been  greatly  Improved  and 
beautified. 

The  church  budget  has  In- 
•reased  from  $8,400  to  $19,600. 


■  NASHVILLE  (BP)  _  Bap¬ 
tists  in  at  least  four  states  have 
a  program  to  guide  thehr  young 
people  who  have  been  called 
into  churcb^elated  voeationa. 

The  states  of  Florida  and  Ten¬ 
nessee  have  held,  and  the  states 
of  Kentucky  and  North  Carolina 
will  hold  special  conferences, 
which  hundreds  of  .  young  peo¬ 
ple  —  most  high  school  upper¬ 
classmen  —  attend. 

These  conferences  have  lasted 
for  one  or  two  days,  generally 
including  a  Saturday  so  that  the 
young  persons  will  miss  as  few 
school  classes  as  possible. 

Tennessee  apparently  was  the 
first  to  have  church-related  vo¬ 
cations  conference,  conducting 
one  at  Camp  Carson  in  East 
Tennessee  in  the  spring  of  1957. 
200  young  persons  were  there. 
Tennessee  followed  it  with  an¬ 
other  conference,  attended  hf 
ISO,  at  Camp  Linden  in  the 
western  area  in  19M. 

Noryi  Carolina  scheduled  four 
one-day  regional  conferences. 
Those  in  Kentucky  and  Florida 
were  statewide,  the  one  in  Jack¬ 
sonville  in  IBM  drawing  730 
young  persons. 

The  program  at  conferences 
has  Included  addresses  by  state 
and  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  denominational  leaders, 
panel  discussions  in  special 
areas  of  church-related  voca¬ 
tions,  and  usually  testimonies 
from  the  students  themselves 
about  their  calls  and  their 
hopes  and  plans  for  the  future. 

States  Take  Initiative 

All  conferences  have  been 
been  held  at  the  initiative  of 


oapuau  m  me  state  where  con¬ 
ducted.  However,^  the  church- 
related  vocations  counselling  of- 
flee  at  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board,  NadivUle^  has 
furnished  help  also. 

‘The  conferences  have  been 
held  to  conserve  the  results  ot 
commitments  made  by  young 
people  to  church-related  voca¬ 
tions,”  according  to  John  M. 
Tubbfl,  Nashville,  church  •  rela¬ 
ted  vocations  counsellor  with 
the  Sunday  School  Board. 

"The  development  of  these 
conferences  can  be  attributed 
to  the  general  growing  interest 
to  give  these  young  people  more 
guidance,”  Tubbs  continued. 
The  state  Baptist  sponsorship 
of  such  conferences  >«»■  been 
stimulated  by  the  fact  that  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
created  a  church^lated  voca¬ 
tions  committee  two  years  ago 
and  that  the  Sunday  School 
Board  later  employed  a  counsel 
lor  in  the  field. 

"This  is  not,  however,  the  first 
time  Southern  Bimtists  have  be¬ 
come  concerned  about  their 
young  people  committed  to 
church-  related  vocations,”
